Called Home by Mother.

While his mother was looking at him 
and as he reached the sidewalk, a man 
who was passing caught the boy by the 
throat and began shaking him as a dog 
does ‘a rat. Mrs. Schicker screamed 
and two men ran over from the oppo- 
tite side of the street. One of them

Shoemaker Proves He. Didn’t Put 
Up Building, Merely Moved in 
After It Was Moved. 


JOseph Custer raised a technical point 
in the Dayton Street Police Court Fri- 
day and so nonplussed a representative 
of Building Commissioner Smith, who 
was there to prosecute Custer for erect- 
ing a frame dwelling within the city 
limits, that the case was continued to 
July 31. 

Custer’s point was that the frame 
dwelling was moved to its present site 
at 2342 Wren avenue by a Constable, 
and thaf he (Custer) had nothing to do 
with it, merely moving in afterward 
And, further, that the dwelling wasn’t 
erected at all, because it was an aban- 
doned street car. 

Custer is an old shoemaker, and has 
been living in the street car a long 
time. Formerly it stood at Thekla and 
Wren avenues, but the owner of that 
lot brought sult against Custer for rent. 
The petition in Justice Reishmann’s 
court complained that Custer hadn’t 
made ‘‘the ‘usual payment.”’ 

Custer escaped on a technical point } 
that time, too. He proved that he 
hadn’t made any rent payment at all, 
and therefore couldn't have missed “tke 
usual payment,’ 

But a constable was sent out to move 
the street-car home. Custer looked on 
in silence. Then he moved into it again 
and set to work industriously mending 
shoes.

GROSSCUP FOR 


PROTECTION OF 
CORPORATION 


Federal .Judge Who Helped 
Reverse Standard Oil Fine 
Has Change of Heart. 


GETS WISER WITH AGE

Says Big Companies Should 
Be Made Secure to Invite 
Investment. 





NEW YORK, July 24.—“I am not pro- 
voked by the President’s statement.” 

Judge Grosscup made this remark to- 
day just before his departure for an 
automobile tour of the Berkshires. The 
statement was in response to a request 
for a reply to Roosevelt's criticism of 
the reversal of the Standard Oil fine. 

Reminded that one time he was re- 
garded as a foe of corporations, Judge 
Grosscup said: 

“Well, as a@ man grows older, his 
mind develops. My position is this: Cor- 
porations should be made so secure, as 
a form of holding property, that the 
corporate domain of the country will 
invite investment by the people.” 

President Roosevelt, in a statement 
just given out by Secretary Loeb, has 
made it plain that he will keep after 
Standard Oil, despite the reversal of | 
Judge Kenesaw M. Landis’ fine against 
the trust of $29,240,000 by the United 
States Court of Appeals in Chicago, 
Wednesday. 

Matching in his defiance of the exee- 
utive, -every mood that Roosevelt 
showed, Judge Peter 8S. Grosscup of 
the Court of Appeals, who is here, 
gave his side of the case. 

The statement of the :’resident was 
issued following a@ conference witn 
Judge William H. Taft, who evidently 
feels that his campaign will be hurt 
by the reversal of Judge Landis’ de- 
cision at this time. Were it not for 
the well-known views of the President 
on Rockefeller and Standard Oil, the 
statement undoubtedly would be 
ascribed as purely an ald to the cam- 
paign of Taft. ! | 

Second Excoriation by President. 
This is the second time President 
Roosevelt has taken .udges of the Fed- 


eral Court to task for not siding with 
“my policies.”” The previous occasion 


was the decision of Judge J. Otis Hum- 
phrey of Springfield, Ill, sitting on the 
Beef Trust case in the United States 
Circuit Court in Chicago. 

Judge Humphrey upheld the famous 
‘immunity bath’? arguments of Attor- 
ney John 8. Miller, counsel. for the Chi- 
cago packers, who, singularly enough, 
also was John D. Rockefeller’s counsel 
in the Standard Oil case, receiving for 
his services a retainer alone said to be 
$100,000. 

Chauncey Martyn of counsel for the 
Standard Oil Co. today. took issue with 
that part of President Roosevelt's state- 
ment which says there is no question of 
the guilt of Standard Oil. 

“As a matter of fact,”’ he said, “‘there 
are intimations in the Appellate Court’s 
opinion that the guilt of the Standard 
Oil Co. of Indiana has not been estab- 
lished,” 

Fine Invalid Because: 

Judge Landis erred in excluding evi- 
dence for the Standard to show proper 
intent in the freight rate paid on ol! 
shipments. 

He erred in considering each car-lot 4 
separate offense instead of each ship- 
ment. 

In imposing the maximum fine for @ 
first offense he abused the discretion 
vested in his court. 

It is a strange doctrine whereby the 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, a $1,000,000 
corporation, may be fined 29 times the 
umount of its capital stock to punish an- 
other corporation, the Standard Oil Co, 
of New Jersey, which was not under in- 


dictment. 
Fine Imposed Because: 


On. shipments of oil from Whiting, 
Ind., to East St. Louis, all., the Stand- 
ard paid only one-third the rate charged 
other shippers, and therefore was sub- 
ject to a fine under the Elkins law 
of from $1000, the minimum, to $20,000, 


the maximum penalty for each offense. 
The jury found the company guilty 
of accepting rebates from the Chicago 
& Alten road on 1462 counts. Judge Lan- 
dis inflicted the ac0,000 fine on every 
one of the 1462 counts. 

The regular rate of the Chicago & 
Alton for oil between the two points 
Was 17% cents. ‘Ine Standard was 
charged 6% cents, receiving the differ- 
ence in rebates. 3 

Judge Lendis ruleu it was not nec- 
essary to establish that the Standard 
had knowledge of the lawful rate, that 
it was its duty te ascertain and get the 
lawful rate.

DEATH REMAIN 
DEEP MISTERY

Coroner’s Jury Unable to Say 
How John Ries Received 
Arsenic. 








KILLED BY THE DRUG 





Autopsy Showed Quantities of 
Poison Had Been Ad- 
ministered. 





The mystery of John Ries’ death from 
arsenical poisoning was not cleared by 
the Coroner’s inquest, and tue question 
of how the poison was administered re- 
mains unanswered. 

«. Coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
Friday saying Ries died from arsenic, 
but that the time, manner and place it 
was administered and the person who 
gave it were unknown to the jury. 

Ries liyed at 701 South Compton ave- 
nue, and was taken to the City Hospi- 
tal June 27, after being ill a month at 
his home. He died the next morning. 
Ben Ries, a brother, insisted on an au- 
topsy. This revealed enough arsenic 
in the dead man’s stomach to have 
killed several men. 

The inquest was reopened after the 
autopsy, and continued July 7 until 
more witnesses could be summoned. It 
was again reopened Tuesday, and Mrs. 
Cora Ries, the widow, was put on the 
stand. 

Case Puzzled Doctor. . 

Mrs. Riés toid now her husband be- 
came ill, and told her he had been eat- 
ing sauerkraut and wienerwursts in a 
saloon. He thouglt that was what made 
him sick. 

During the following month Mrs. Ries 
called in Dr. O. L. Howard of 4213 
Natural Bridge road, and two other 
physicians. The other two called only 
once or twice, and were certain they 
did not prescribe arsenic. Dr. Howard 
called several times, and says he may 
possibly have prescribed strychnine, but 
that if he gave arsenic at all it was 
only in sulphur tablets containing .1000 
fet a” grat “of arsenic each!” These tap: 
lets, it is said, could not have caused 
Ries’s death. 

Dr. Howard testified that he didn’t 
know what killed Ries. He diagnosed 
the case at different times as ptomaine 
poisoning, smallpox, measles and ty- 
phoid fever. The smallpox diagnosis was 
due to a skin disease, which is said to 
have had nothing to do with Ries’ 
death. 

The reddish rash which also broke 
out on Ries, and which led to the 
meales diagnosis, is significant. Such 
an eruption is a symptom of slow ar- 
senical poisoning. The pains across the 
back might be symptomafic of such 
poisoning also. 

Had Talked of Suicide. 

William Tulver of 70 South Compton 
avenue, a neighbor, said he had heard 
Ries threaten to “‘take the short route.’”’ 
Mrs. Ries says, however, that he could 
not have obtained poison to kill him- 
self, as he was too weak toward the last 
to move. She thinks there may have 


been a rat poison containing arsenic in 
the house.

The telegram was from a_ brother, 
informing him that he had been in- 
dicted and to return at once to avoid 
arrest. The same messenger boy had 
a telegram to deliver to Captain of De- 
tectives Asch. -—he boy found the de- 
tective in another part of the hall. 

The telegram said: 

“Arrest J. S. Courtney on the charge 
of causing the death of Stella Bennett.”’ 

Asch had just heard Courtney's elo- 
quent speech, but started to find him. 
Courtney had disappeared. The Central 
Station was notified and detectives were 
sent to hotels and to the Union Sta- 
tion.

Considering the sulcide theory unten- 
able, Dr. Lloyd endeavored to learn 
whether any of the physicians in the 
case had prescribed overdoses of ar- 
senic, or whether overdoses had been 
administered unwittingly by Mrs. Ries. 
He coul@ not find any evidence of this. 

Arsenic is & cumulative poison, re- 
maining permanently in the system, and 
it is a possibility that the poisoning 
of Ries began long before he exhibited 
any symptoms of illness. 

The case is considered by Dr. Lioyd 
one of the most puzzling he ever en- 
countered. Detectives worked on dit 
three weeks without aiding in solving 
the mystery it presents. 

Ries Was twice” married, and had 
seven children by his first wife, four 
of whom lived at the Compton avenue 
address. There were no children by the 
second wife. She is 36 years old. Ries

Fire of mysterious origin, in which 
two five-gallon oil cans and a missing 
watchman figure, early Friday morn- 
ing damaged the two-story 10-room 
brick -residence at %19 Lucas avenue, 
which was for many years the home 
of Mrs. Frank P. Blair, but which is 
now owned by Mrs. Louise M. List, 4247 
Delmar boulevard. 

The house has been unoccupied since 
early in June, whén Mrs. List vacated 
it. She rented t':e house a month ago 
to a Mrs. Stephens, whose present ad- 
dress Mrs. List does not know, but 
Mts. Stephens could not move in ‘be- 
cause of repairs being made to the 
Street and the car tracks. 

The late Mrs. ©. P. Blair resided 
there and Mrs. List bought the property 
from Mrs. Appoline M. biair, widow 
of .the lat; .>~es L. Blair, in 1904. 
The police are looking Friday for a 
man about 28 years old, known to Mrs. 
List as “Logan,” but whom people in 
the Lucas avenue vicinity say called 
himself Grogan, who has been employed 
as a watchman by Mrs. List, to sleep 
on the premises. 

Tragedy Feared at First. 

He was seen by Mrs. W. S. Drake 
of 3621 Lucas avenue to ente. the List 
house at 5 o’clock Tnurtaay afternoon, 
He did 


«¢ Was at first thought by the police 
that Logan might have perished in the 
flam but a thorough search of the 
house failed to reveal any body and the 
room where Logan was said to have 
slept Was not burned seriously. 

The place had been unoccupied since 
the first week in June, and was bare of 
furniture. The fire was discovéred by 
a neighbor, and when firemen reached 
the place thé rear of the hotise about 
thé stairways was a mass of flame. 

Under the stairway, in the basement, 
wére found two five-gallon cans. One 
of them contained almost a gallon of 
coal oil, while the other was empty, but 
had been: filled so recently the odor 
of coal of) still could be detected in it. 
These two cans were found beneath 
the stairway, but were only scorched, 
not burned through. 

Carried Papers Under Arm, 

Mrs. Drake told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter she saw Grogan, as she knew 
the man, enter the house about 5 p. m. 
Thursday, and did not see him leave it, 
nor has she seen him at any time since. 
He carried several newspapers under 
his arm, she said, when he entered. 

Logan, or Grogan, occupled the sec- 
ond-floor front room. Nothing was 
found in that apartment Friday but a 
broken rocking chair, and a _ coal-oil 
lamp; partly @lled, and unlighted. 

Mrs. List knew nothing of the fire 
until told of it by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. She said she vacated the house 
in June and hired Logan to watch the 
place until she could rent it. She does 
not know thé man’s first name, nor his 
place of abode. She has not seen Logan 
since she hired him. as she went to 
Chicago in June, and returned to 8t. 
Louis only & week ago. 

Mrs. List scald she left the two five- 
gallon cans in the house, but is positive 
they were empty when she left them. 
She declared che had no enémies, and 
kriew of no one who would have any 
reason to set firé to her house. She 
bought the place for $7500, but values 
it at only $7000 now, and carries 34000 
insurance on it. 

River Pilet Spreads Alarm. 

W. A. Joyce, a river pilot of Pine- 
ville, Ark., who is stopping at 3521 Lu- 
cas avenue, was one of the first to gee 
the fire. He roused all the people in 
Mrs. Drake’s house and a negro turned 
in the alarm. When the fire was dig- 
covered it had spread to the second 
floor of the house. 

The blaze apparently started on or 
near the cellar stairs and progressed up 
the stairway to the second floor. The 
rear of the house was damaged badly, 
but the front portion was only 


scorched. The woodwork was burned 
away, but the walls are still stand.

It was taken out, however, be- 
fore their marriage two years ago, and 
Mrs. Ries’ demeanor on the stand, her 
action in appealing to physicians to 
gave her husband and her history, es- 
tablished her inmoncence to Dr. Lioyd’s 
complete satisfaction. 

Arsenic Not Prescribed. 

Considering the sutcide theory unten- 
able, Dr. Lloyd endeavored to learn 
whether any of the physicians in the 
case had prescribed overdoses of ar- 
senic, or whether overdoses had been 
administéred unwittingly by Mrs. Ries. 
He coul@ not find any evidence of this. 

Arsenic is a cumulative poison, re- 
maining permanently in the system, and 
it is a possibility that the poisoning 
of Ries began long before he exhibited 
any symptoms of illness. 

The case is considered by Dr. Lioyd 
one of the most puzzling he ever en- 
countered. Detectives worked on dt 
three weeks without aiding in solving 
the mystery it presents. 

Ries Was twice married, and had 
seven children by his first wife, four 
of whom lived at the Compton avenue 
address. There were no children by the 
second wife. She is 36 years old. Ries 
was. 64.

Brunson, the owner, was the driver, and 
Frank H. Sosey, a newspaper man, was 
the reception committee. 

Senator in Automobile.

Coal Oil Found in Large Can 


After Flames Adds to 
the Mystery. 





ENTERS BEFORE ALARM 





Logan, or Grogan, Carried a 
Bundle of Newspapers, 
Neighbor Asserts. 





Fire of mysterious origin, in which 
two five-gallon oil cans and a missing 
watchman figure, early Friday morn- 
ing damaged the two-story 10-room 
brick .residence at 3619 Lucas avenue, 
which was for many years the home 
of Mrs. Frank P. Blair, but which is 
now owned by Mrs. Louise M. List, 4247 
Delmar boulevard. 

The house has been unoccupied since 
early in June, whén Mrs. List vacated 
it. She rented t’:e house a month ago 
to a Mrs. Stephens, whose present ad- 
dress Mrs. List does not know, but 
Mrs. Stephens could not move in ‘be- 
cause of repairs being 
Street and the car tracks. 

The late Mrs. §. P. Blair resided 
there and Mrs. List bought the property 
from Mrs. Appdline M. biair, widow 
of the lat; .>~ées L. Blair, in 1904. 

The police are looking Friday for a 
man about 28 years old, known to Mrs. 
List as “Logan,” but whom people in 
the Lucas avenue vicinity say called 
himself Grogan, who has been employed 
as a watchman by Mrs. List, to sleep 
on the premises. 

Tragedy Feared at First.

Carrted Papers Under Arm, 

Mrs. Drake told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter she saw Grogan, as she knew 
5 p. m. 
Thursday, and did not see him leave it, 
nor has she seen him at any time since. 
He carried several newspapers under 
his arm, she sald, when he entered. 

Logan, or Grogan, occupied the sec- 
ond-floor front room. Nothing was 
found in that apartment Friday but a 
broken rocking chair, and a coal-oll 
lamp; partly #lled, and unlighted. 

Mrs. List knew nothing of the fire 
until told of it by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. She said she vacated the house 
in June and hired Logan to watch the 
place until she could rent it.

With the utilities bill 
by the Municipal Assembly and assured 


public passed 


of the Mayor's approval, interest has 
turned to the selection of the five pub- 
lice service commissioners. 

Already the list of eligible and un- 
available candidates has reached a 
score, and every day promises to add 
to the tentative nominations. The men 
‘mentioned’ as the Council's probable 
nominees are superior to those (for 
whom the House is likely to stand 
sponsor. 

Under the provisions of the bill, which 
will probably reach Mayor Wells Mon- 
day, the appointment of commissioners 
must be made within sixty days from 
the date of its approval. Whether the 
Assembly adjourns for two months or 
not, it is certain that the interval be- 
tween the Mayor's approval of the Dill 
and the expiration of the period allowed 
for the choice of the commission will 
be devoted to the preparation of a 
‘“‘slate.’’ 

If the Assembly takes a recess of two 
months, as comtemplated in the resolu- 
tion adopted by the Council last Tues- 
day, there will be after its first meeting 
in September, but three days in which 
to make arf] confirm the appointments. 

Hiouse May Not Concur, 

There is a strong likelihood, however, 
that the House of Delegates will fail to 
concur in this plan of adjournment, so 
that the commission may be established 
and organized for work within the next 
six weeks, provided the delegates select 
men whom the Council can consistently 
accept. 

The nominations made by the House 
of Delegates must be approved by the 
Council, while the selections of the 
Councilmen must have the approval of 
the delegates. 

This arrangement is regarded as ful! 
of the possibilities of obstruction and 
deadlock, although advocates of imme- 
diate regulation hope that public senti- 
ment will force the two branches of 
the Assembly to compromise their dif- 
ferences in this case as in respect to 
the bill itself. | 

Three of the commissioners, two of 
those named by the Council and one 
chosen by the House of Delegates, will 
serve for two years. The other com- 
missioners, one of whom will represent 
the Hliouse and the other the Cox:ncil, 
will continue in office for four years. 

Fach commissioner is to receive an 
annual salary of $2500, payable monthly. 

Duties of Commissioners, 

No legislative power is vested in the 
commission. Its duties will be simply 
to study the rates, conditions and char- 
acter of service rendered the people of 
St. Louis by the corporations which 
supply light, heat, telephones, tele- 
graphs, transportation and other utili- 
ties, and to recommend such reasona- 
ble charges, increase in efficiency, im- 
provements and suggestions as are 
deemed necessary. 

In making this investigation, the com- 
mission will have the assistance of ex- 
perts. For the'salaries of these experts 
and a clerical force, about hadf the an- 
nual appropriation of $25,000 will be ex- 
pended. 

If the Municipal Assembly approves 
the recommendations of the commission, 
ordinances designed to effect better- 
ments in the public utilities and to fix 
rates for service will be passed. 

The Assembly, however, has the right 
to reject any recommendation as a 
whole, or to accept such as may be re- 
garded as reasonable. 

Assembly May Remove Them, 

The commissioners are to be sworn of- 
ficials and may be removed by the As- 
sembly at any time. The office of the 
commission will be in the City Hal) and 
its deliberations and records wi’! be pul - 
lic. 

No person connected as an employe, 
officer, bondholder or stockholder of any 
public-service corporation is eligible to 
membership in the commission. 

Before reorganization of the House of 
Delegates appeared to be a successful 
undertaking, Hiram N. Moore, former 
Judge of the Court of Criminal Correv- 
tion, and Lawrence (Lawler) Daley, a 
Democratic politician, were said to be 
the men whom the “combine” of the 
House of Delegates favored as con:mis- 
sioners, 

While viewed as prepesterous in some 
quarters, this program und.wbiedly was 
seriously considered by the dominant 
faction In the House.

Mrs. H. M. Schweppe, president of the 
Alton Humane Society, wife of one of 
Alton’s wealthiest citizens, and a so- 
ciety leader, was sued Friday with the 
Humane Society, as its president, for 
the killing of two horses belonging to 
the Polar Wave Ice Co. of St. Louis. 
The horses were killed July 5 by Mrs. 
Sophia Demuth, Police Matron, and 
agent of the Society. 

Neither Mrs. Schweppe nor Mrs. De- 
muth could be seen Friday, as they 
were out of the city on another horse 
killing expedition. 

The suit, which was filed in Justice 
Rose’s court, was for $155 damages, and 
grew out of the killing of two horses 
in the ice company’s pasture two miles 
from Alton. 

Mrs. Schweppe had _ been 
there were two horses in the 
suffering from sore shoulders and 
barbed-wire cuts. She sent Mrs. De- 
muth to investigate. Mrs. Demuth re- 
ported she had found one of the horses 
down in a ditch unable to get up and 
the other in such a condition that it 
could never get well. She shot both ant- 
mals. 

The pasture, where the horses were 
killed, is used by the ice company for 
horses which have been worn out by 
work in St. Louis. They are taken there 
to rest. 

The right of the Alton Humane So- 
clety, a branch of the Illinois State 
Humane Society, has never before beeen 
questioned, though its agents have killed 
many horses in the past few years.

Young Turks Have Hands Full. 
VIENNA, July 24.—It is reported here 
that the towns of Monastir Uskub and 
Salonika are in the hands of the Young 
Turks. Order has been maintained ev- 
erywhere. 


Authorities in Their Hands, 

BELGRADE, Servia, July 24.—Cipher 
dispatches received here from the Euro- 
pean Vilayets of Macedonia declare 
that the Young Turks are complete 
masters of the situation. All the Turk- 
ish authorities have surrendered them- 
selves into their hands. 

The publication at Kossovo, European 
Turkey, of the Sultan’s proclamation 
granting a constitution, was hailed by a 
salute of 21 guns from the fort. There 
is great rejoicing everywhere. 

Irade Does the Business. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 24.—An 
imperialistic .irade issued this morning 
ordains the assembling of a Chamber of 
Deputies in accordance with a Consti- 
tution which has been elaborated by the 
Sultan. The irade has been communi- 
cated to the Valis and the district lieu- 
tenant-governors with the necessary or- 
ders for the holding of elections. 

Firman Arouses Enthusiasm. 

SALONIKA, European Turkey, July 
24. An imperial firman restoring to Ma- 
cedonia the Constitution of 1876 was 
read in this city publicly this morning 
in the presence of the civil and military 
authorities and before an immense and 
orderly crowd. Great enthusiasm pre- 
vailed. 


Fish Storics to Be Official. 

WASHINGTON, July 2%.—To guard 
against friction pending a _ settlement 
before The Hague tribunal of the re- 
spective rights of American fisherman 
in Newfoundland waters, the Depart- 
ment of State yesterday reached an 
agreement with the British Foreign Of- 
fice for an extension of the present 
modus vivendi governing the fisheries to 
cover the approaching fishing season. 


Young Turks Capture Marshal. 

VIENNA, July 24.—Marshal Osman 
Feizi Pasha, the new commander of the 
Vilayet of Monastir, has been seized 
and carried off by a band of men be- 
longing to the Young Turkey party, 
according to a telegram received here 
today from Monastir. 

Other news received here from. Euro- 
pean. Turkey indicates that a revolt of 
the Macedonian Gassions in favor of 
the Young Turks may be expected with- 
in the next few days.

CROKER THINKS 


KING EDWARD (3 
POPULAR IDEAL| - 


Says He Would Defeat Roose- 
velt-in Election for King 
of the World. 








TO RETURN THIS FALL 





Former Boss Expresses Hope 
and Belief That Bryan Will 
Be Elected. 





DUBLIN, July 24.—Richard Croker 
will return to New York this fall. Al- 
though disclaiming any intention of tak- 
ing part in the coming Democratic cam- 
paign, he expressly stated that he was 
in favor of Mr. Bryan, hoped he would 
win and thought that he could do so. 

“I am going back to see some of miy 
old friends,’’ he gave as the explanation. 
“I have been away four years in Jan- 


uary, and it’s long enough.”’ 

It was while watching a gang of men 
in the hay field at Glencairn that Mr. 
Croker was shown the front page head- 
line of a Dublin paper containing a por- 
trait of a smooth-shaven gentleman, 
labeled the Peerless One. 

“So, it’s done,’’ said Mr. Croker. ‘‘Well, 
I expected it. Bryan is a good man 
and the old party ought to win. But 
who, who's this Kern?” 

After a lapse of several minutes Mr. 
Croker continued: 

‘O, I suppose I will find a number of 
strange names when I return. ~ He’s 
from Indiana, is he? Suppose he can 
land the State? Yes, the Republican 
party has been in power too long. It's 
time they were getting out. 

Roosevelt All Right As Writer. 

Removing his pipe from his mouth, 
Mr. Croker said with emphasis: 

“What sort of men have you got 
over there anyways? There’s Roose- 
velt; he’s all right for writing books, 
but you don’t want that gort of man 
for President. He only knows one 
game. He doesn’t know the top and 
bottom with the man that shoots craps 
on the corner and the man that plays 
bridge in his club. He knows himself 
and his set, that’s all. D’you see? 

“And Hughes!. Say, that man ought 
to be in the Salvation Army! That's 
where he belongs. When is his term 
up, anyway? This fall? How do you 
explain New York standing for a man 
like that, eh? 

“Cut out the betting! 
well cut out eating. It’s human nature 
to bet. All life is a gamble. That hay 
out there is a gamble. Those pictures 
you've taken are a gamble. You can't 
go to bed at night without gambling 
on your getting up, and you can’t put 
a shirt on your back without going into 
a game of chance. 

“Why I bet Elder Hughes gambles 
himself, only he does it in a different 
way. He says to the bookmaker, you 
quit your way of making a living but 
I won’t quit mine. You take money 
on the races and I take money on the 
business gamble, or the law gamble— 
the biggest con game profession known 
—or something else. And the people 
of New York put a man at their head 
like that. 

Reformers Should Stay in Bed. 

“4 tell you men like that never oughr 
to be let out of bed. They are one- 
sided freaks. They don't know our 
people. They are dragging the country 
down instead of up. They are taking 
away our liberty and shoving us back 
to the old blue laws. 

‘Roosevelt is the same kind. Look 
here, who would be elected king of the 
world tomorrow if there was an elec- 
tion for every mother’s son on the 
globe? Roosevelt? Hughes? Not for 
41 minute. 

“But who?—King Edward. There's 
the most popular man in Christendom.

T ONE of the most beautiful mo- 
ments of the performance of 
“Pelleas and Melisande,’’ in the 

Bixby garden last night, three doves, 
escaping one by one from Melisande’s 
chamber in the old castle of Allemonde, 
flew out into th enveloping darkness 
beyond. 

It was the crowning touch of artistry 
in Constance Crawley’s production ‘of 
the Maeterlinck play—the peace and 
safety and happiness of Melisande’s 
life vanished with the vanishing of 
these doves in the night. Melisande hed 
come to love Pelleas, her husband's 
brother, as a wife should love no other 
than her husband, and already the shad- 
ow of a tragedy was falling across her 
pathway. A little cry of heart-ache and 


innocent foreboding came from her lips 


as her doves flew away from her and 
disappeared in the gathering gloom. 
An Evening of Poetic Delight. 

And the brilliant and fashionable audi- 
ence, the largest yet assembled at any 
performance in this series constituting 
the Open-Alr Dramatic Festival for the 
benefit of the Post-Dispatch Pure Milk 
and Free Ice Fund, instantly discerned 
the meaning of this exquisite bit of 
symbolism and surrendered themselves 
even more unreservedly to the charm 
of the play. It was an evening of 
poetic delight, surpassing anything of 
its nature ever before known in St 
Louis. And it was all so gossamer- 
like in its delicacy that one trembled 
in apprehension of some untoward mis- 
hap that might break the spell which it 
cast over those who yielded themselves 
to its atmosphere.

Mr. Arthur Maude made of 
the part of Golaud both a sinister and 
@ pathetic figure, touchingly appealing 
in its earlier contemplation of Pelleas 
and Melisande but as two unknowing 
children, suddenly terrifying in the 
shock of realization that Pelleas has 
wom Melisaude’s love from him, and 
Geeply pitiful in the remorse that fol- 
lows the slaying of Pelleas.

Councilman Frank P. Crunden 
warmly indorsed the candidacy of 
William C. Connett for Circuit Attor- 
ney in a gspeeeh delivered Thursday 
night at a meeting .of Eighteenth 
Ward Democrats at Thirteenth and 
Wright streets.

There are three appellate judges in 
the St. Louts district, .which comprises 
all that part of Missouri east of Spring- 
field.

preme Court at Jefferson City. 

An important function of the Appel- 
late Court is the naturalization of for- 
eian-born citizens. 

It is recalled in this connection how 
the Appellate Court was deceived six 
years ago through the connivance of 
its Marshal, Thomas E. Barrett.

LONDON, July 24.—The resentment shown by the English 
spectators against the American athletes spread today to the rep- 
resentatives of other nations and the demonstrations of ill-feeling 


became so great at times that the police had to be called upon to 


quell the disturbances. Even the large force detailed to preserve 


order were far from successful. 

The demonstration against the 
Americans, French and Swedish ath- 
letes reached its heighth during the 
pole vaulting events, when Gilbert of 
Yale, and holder of the world’s rec- 
ord, made a vault of 12 feet. The 
crowd “booed” each attempt of the 
athletes and became so boisterous and 
unruly that several open attempts 
were made to balk the athletes. 

One of the best programs since the 
opening of the Olympic games, coup- 
led with brilliantly fine weather, 
brought a big crowd to the Stadium 
early today. 

The first event was the pole vault 
event. The refusal of the officials to 
allow the American vaulters to dig 
a hole for their pole was strongly ob- 


+ fected to, but the officials adhered to 


their decision and the Americans went 
in handicapped by having to jump 
with a spiked pole, an instrument to 
which they are not used. 

In the finals, Cook and Gilbert, both 
Americans, tied at 12 ft. 2 in., beating 
the Olympic record. 

The first section was won by A. C. 
Gilbert, Yale University, who cleared 
12 feet. Archibald, Canada, was sec- 
ond, with 11 feet 9 inches. Clark 8. 
Jacobs, University of Chicago, cleared 
11 feet 6 inches.

Referring to the popular belief that William 
S. Cowherd’s relations with Harry B. Hawes 
are such that, if Mr. Cowherd were Governor, 
Mr. Hawes might expect to gain control of the 
Police Department and the election machinery 
of St. Louis, the Post-Dispatch asked if, in 
the event of Mr. Cowherd’s election, Mr Hawes 
would be Deputy Governor 80 far as this city 
is concerned, 

In the course of a speech at Savannah on 
Wednesday Mr. Cowherd said: 

“If I become Governor of this State, I will’ ac- 
cept the advice of any g00d Democrat, but I want 
it understood that there will be n@ députy ~gover- 
nors. No truthful man can say I have promised 
any person in this State appointment to any po- 
sition within the gift of the Governor's office. 
I want to say further that not a single friend of 
mine in this State has ever suggested or talked to 
me about appointments in the event I am elected.” 

This is excellent as fa~ “s it goes, but it does 
not go very far. air. Cowherd is well acquaint- 
ed wiih the situation in St. Louis, and he needs 
no instruction in the history of Missouri poli- 
tics’ and politicians. He is familiar with the 
abuses that existed here under the old gang. 
He knows all about the Folk reforms. It ought 
not to be necessary to inform him that most 
St. Louisans contemplate with alarm a ‘possible 
return to the conditions which these reforms 
cured. 

Because he is in possession of all the facts, 
Mr. Cowherd’s reply in general terms to the 
Post-Dispatch’s inquiry must. be accepted as 
wholly inadequate. It does not meet the case. 
There is a perfectly reasonable desire in this 
community for further light on the subject. Mr. 
Cowherd must meet the issue frankl¥ or pre- 
pare himself for the consequences. He may 
defeat Ball at the primaries. Can he defeat 
Hadley in November? 

A man of ability and of gubernatorial stature 
ought not to blight his own chances of suc- 
cess by equivocation. If he takes no higher 
ground than that of expediency, Mr. Cowherd 
may be assured that the Missouri reform move- 
ment is stronger in St. Louis than the defeated 
and discredited old gang ever will be again.

“Notes and Queries,’’ I find this erroneous reply 
given to “J. E."’: “There was never a street railway 
on Delmar boulevard between Grand and Vandeven- 
ter.’’ The Washington avenue division of the old 
Lindell Railway, in the horse-car days, ran both two- 
horse cars and “bobtails,’’ drawn by one horse. The 
larger cars followed.the route now traveled by the 
Page cars, out Washington and Lucas avenues to 
Grand, which was as far west as they went.

at he was on his way to France 
to be educated. The boy was James, 
only living son of King Robert LI of 
Scotiand. England and Scotland were 
forever quarreling with each other. 
So the capture of the latter country’s 
little crown prince was looked on as a 
master stroke of diplomacy. Robert 
Ill died the next year, after trying in 
vain to persuade the English King to 
set his son free. The lad at 18 became 
James I of Scotland, and remained 18 
years longer as a prisoner ih Ergland. 

The English treated the boy kindly. 
The best tutors were provided for him. 
He was also taught warlike accomplish- 
ments, without which no thirteenth cen- 
tury youth's education was complete. 
The prisoner king as he grew to man- 
hoed won fame as an athlete and as 
a poet. Once gs he stood looking down 
from the window of his castle prison he 
saw a tall, beautiful girl wandering 
among the roses and lilies In the gar- 
den below. At first sight the lonely 
man was attracted by her loveliness, 
and he became henceforth her devoted 
piave. So eloquently did he plead his 
suit that the maiden soon returned his 
love. 

She was Lady Joan Beaufort, daughter 
of the Barl of Somerset and kinswom- 
an to the English King Henry IV. In 
her honor James wrote a poem entitled

Their wedding was 
celebrated in February, M424. Then En- 
giand allowed the tch to ransom 
their captive King, for $290,000, and the

land. Their descendant, Jafnes VI of 
Scotland, was destined to become James 
I of Bngiand, and thus unite the two 
kingdoms. 

The newly released monarch found his 
kingdom in a terrible condition. The 
country was ruder and more lawless 
than England.

The powerful nobles 
oppressed the poor and took to them- 
selves almost royal privileges. Laws 
were ill-enferced, Everywhere the hand 
of @ master was urgently needed. James 
had a tremendously difficult task be- 
fore him.

Highland clansmen, surrounded the 
monastery and broke down its doors. 
There was a cellar under James’ cham- 
ber. In this vault the King and Joan 
were thrust By their faithful servants. 
The bar on his bedchamber door had 
been stolen. So Catherine Dougias; one 
of Joan's maids of honor, passed. her 
arm through the fron hoops that had 
held the bars. She heroically kept her 
arm there until it was broken by the 
pressure of the assassins’ shoulders 
from the outside. Then Graham and his 
men burst into the room, They found 
the trapdoor leading to the vault and 
sprang upon the doomed monarch. Joan 
threw herself between her husband 
and his foes and was wounded by a 
sword thrust. The King fought gallant- 
ly and slew two of his assailants be- 
fore he was overcome and murdered. 

Joan amply avenged his death. She 
had the country scoured for the 
assassins, and as each Was caught and 
put to death by horrible torture she 
whispered the captured man’s name in 
the ear of her dead husband.

HE most important discovery we 
made in thus traversing diagonul- 
ly the whole of Tibet was the gi- 


r 


gantic chain of motntains we crossed 


by the Sela Pass, which is over 19,000 
feet high, says Sven Hedin, tn Harper's 
Magazine. How little this chain of 
mountains had hitherto been dreamed 
of is evident from, amongst othe 
things, the supposition indulged in by 
Sir Thomas  Holdrich in his book. 
“Tibet the Mysterious,” that the great 
central lakes (Dangra Yum Tso, Nganzi 
Tso, etc.) were the sources of the 
Brahmaputra's northern tributarles— 
that is to say, that there was a stretch 
of relatively flat coufitry where in real- 
ity we found there was one of the high- 
est ranges of mountains in the whole 
‘world, a chain which can be compared 
only with the Himalayas and their kind. 
Capt. O'Connor suspected their exist- 
ence by hearsay. The chain known as 
Nin Chen Tangla, which is situated 
south of the Tengri Nor, was wel! 
known and had been crossed by Little- 
dale and several others, but no one 
knew that this chain stretched for close 
upon 1200 miles to the wast- -northwest, 
as I now discovered. It is a certainty 
that it also stretches to the east, and 
has a total length of about 2090 miles. 
The average height of the passes is 
some few hundred meters higher than 
in the Himalayas and about the same 
as in the Kara-korum and Arkataugh. 

Mighty as is this excrescence on ihe 
earth’s surface, the Tibetans have no 
name for its s«xhole length. Countless 
local names are given to the various 
parts of it. As the range will In future 
have to be included not only in a knowi- 
edge of the world, but also tn the school 
books, fit becomes necessary for it to 
have a name, and so far as I can see 
it would be best to keep to the name 
by which its highest point is already 
known, viz, Nin Chen ,Tangla. It 
sounds strange, when one considers how 
thoroughly the world hes been explored, 
that In the year 1907 it should be vouch.- 
safed to any one practically to discover 
a range of mountains 2000 miles long, 
and the surprise of the discovery 1s  Ia- 
tensified rather than diminished by the 
fact that here and there the country 
traversed was already known. And let 
us remember that such a diseovery can- 


not be made again, for there is no blank | 


space big enough on the map of the 
‘world to contain such a range of moun- 
tains.

GIRL IN LOVE, HE SAYS: 


Frisoner’s Story of Killing 
Astounds the Police 
Investigators. 


NEW YORK, July %4.—Policeman Da- 
vid E. Shellard of Brcoklyn is held @ 
prisoner after an amazing confession 
that he was present when Barbara 
Reig was killed in the shelter house of 
Irving Square Park, Brooklyn, two 
nights ago. 

The man has not been formally 
charged with murder, because he insists 
that the woman either committed sul- 
cide with his pistol or accidentally shot 
herself witn it. | 

The police say that the giri 
was drugged and assaulted before 
killed. 

Shellard and a fellow policeman named 
Rudolph Koehler were tae men who dis- 
covered the woman's dead body in the 
toolroom of the little shelter house. 
From that moment until evening yester- 
day, when the pressure of accumulating 
evidence overpowered him, Shnellard tn- 
sisted that he had never seen or spoken 
to Barbara Reig. 

When the body was identified in the 
morning by the dead woman's mother, 
Shellard looked on with a pretense of 
indifference, as if the body or the name 
meant Hterally nothing to him. It was 
only when an’ BHaster postcard was 
found among Barbara Reig's effects, 
signed “Dave,” in the undisguised hand- 
writing of Shellard, that he broke down 
and made what ne called “a clean 
breast of it.”’ 

Shellard’s story is that the woman, 
madly in love with him, caused him to 
give her a rendezvous in the shelter 
house, wept bitterly when he repuised 
her pleadings, and finally shot herseif 
with his revolver. 

Up to the moment of the confession 
Inspector Hussey and other police of- 
ficlals were finding it hard to credit 
the evidence against Shellard. He is 
married and lives with his pretty and 
devoted wife and child. His habits, 
so far as known, had been beyond 
criticism, and In the 13 months of his 
service on the police force no black 
mark had been made against him. 

He had reiterated his former denials 
and had bécome sulle ‘giient) His 
face had grown ghastly white and his 
lips were twitching. : 
Suddenly he straightened up fn bis 
chair, turned to Inspector Hussey, and 
sald: , 

“Well, I'l make a Clean breast of it. 
I did know the woman and was with 
her when she killed herself with my 
revolver. 

“On the night of the shooting. My 
post covered Irving Square Park, at 
Hamburg avenue and Wherfleld street, 
and I was attending strictly to busil- 
ness. It had been raining bard and I 
wore my long storm coat over my 
uniform. As near as I can remember, 
it was 1 o'clock In the morning when 
I was accosted by a woman. She was 
Barbara Reig. bareheaded and seeming- 
ly much excited. 

“I took her to the little shelter house 
in the park. After entering the tool 
room I struck a match and iit the 
gas. Then I took off my rubber storm 


‘coat and my blouse and hung them on 


the nall in the wall, directly over a 
long wooden bench. My next move was 
to lay my night stick and my revolver 
on the bench and got out my pipe, 
which I filed and lit. 

“At Barbara's request I put out the 
lizht, as she sald it might attract the 
attention of anyone who might happen 
to pass. 

“In the meantime Barbara had taken 
off her skirt and hung it on a nail 
beside my two coats. The skirt was | 
wet and made her uncomfortable, she 
said. 

“She talked rapidly in a low votce of 
her love. I explained to Barbara that 
the interview must end and she must 
go home at once. I was deeply sorry 
for her, but my conscience was clear, 
because I had never given her any en- 
couragement.

Throughout the hour 
we passed.together in the dark room I 
had done or sald nothing improper.

VALID, KILLS 
WES ADMIRER 


Shoots Man Who Wrecked 
- His Home. 








CHICAGO, July 2#%.—Formal charges 
of murder today will be made against 
William T. Branitzky, 38, formerly a 
well-known architect, now a bedridden 


invalid, who shot and killed Louis Slet- 
ten last night while the latter was 
struggling with Mrs. Branitzky in her 
husband’s room. Sletten rushed from 
the room to the front door and fell 
into the street. He died before reaching 
& hospital. 

The tragedy occurred in the Branitzky 
home, 4007 Grand boulevard, in a fash- 
fonable residence district. Special oifi- 
cers have been placed to watch Bra- 
nitzky pending the hearing. Sletten, the 
victim of the shooting, had caused pre- 
vious trouble in the Branitzky house- 
hold, as a result of which Mrs. Branitz- 
ky left her husband. He was 23 years 
old, while the wife was 26. 


Taken in as Roomer. 

They became fond of each other short- 
ly before Branitzky was stricken with 
tuberculosis of the spine. Some time 
after the wife returned to her husband, 
Sletten was taken into the home as a 
roomer against the wishes of the hus- 
band. 

Branitzky heard Sletten quarreling 
with his wife in the kitchen. Mrs. Bra- 
nitzky cried for help and rushed into 
the. room where her husband was con- 
fined in bed with a plaster of paris 
cast about his body. Sletten followed 
and tried to drag her from the room, 
when Branitzky reached under his pil- 
low for his revolver, kept there for 
just such an emergency. He fired at 
the man without taking good aim. There 
was a second shot and Sletten, with two 
bullets in his body, reeled from the 
room. 

When he fell at the front steps Mrs. 
Branitzky rushed out and fell prostrate 
over the body, imploring him to speak 
to her. She was kept in the house with 
difficulty when the body was 
away. After the shooting Branitzky 
made a statement to inspector Hunt. 

“You don’t blame me for what I did, 
do you?’ he asked. ‘‘He snould have 
been killed by me years ago. I only 
did what any other husband would 
have done under the circumstances.”
